From condi- | 
tions at the North Pole, as Perry found | 
them, Amundsen convinced himself that | 
there was a good probability of a safe 
landing, but the hazard was sufficient 
to cause him to load up his planes with 
rifles, shotguns, sixty-six pounds apiece 
of dehydrated food, skis, sleeping bags 
and other equipment needed for a swift 
retreat on foot from the Pole. 

The distance from King’s Bay, Spitz- 
bergen, to the Pole is about 600 miles, 
and with good flying conditions, Amund- 
sen hoped to make it in eight hours, to | 
spend twenty-four hours on the ice, and 
to fly back in about eight hours. 

His plans, however, had to be flex!- | 
ble, because of the many features which 
could not be foreseen. The route of his | 
flight crosses an unexplored region near | 
the Pole, in which an island or a wing | 
of the possible polar continent, . might | 
invite a special stop. When he was in! 
this country last Fall, Captain Amund- 
sen said that he was far more interested 
in the attempt to find a continent in 
the unexplored million square miles 
about the Pole than in reaching the | 
Pole itself. | 

With his greaf background of Polar 
experience, Amundsen looked forward to | 
any possible outcome of the air dash to 
the Pole from perfect success to com- | 
plete failure, with the loss of himself 
and all five who entered with him upon | 
the great adventure. 


MacMillan Predicts Success. 


Donald MacMillan, who will attempt 
in August to plant the Stars and Stripes 
on new land near the Pole, predicted | 
euccess for Amundsen. 

**He’s the greatest of polar explorers,”’ 
said MacMillan. ‘‘He has done three of 
the four biggest things in Polar ex- 
ploration—located the Magnetic Pole, 
made his way to the South Pole and | 
found the Northwest Passage. I wish 
him every success, and | think that, with | 
the good metereological conditions that | 
prevail in May he is likely to be suc- 
cessful.’’

In the course of his long 
study of the problem the idea struck 
Amundsen of using the sun as a com-| 
oass.

Amundsen caused an optical apparatus 
to be constructed which mirrors the sun 
in different positions for every hour of 
the twenty-four, as it should appear on 
the route from Spitzbergen to the Pole 
and back again. If the sun appears to 
wander away from its calculated posi- 
tion on this instrument the explorer | 
knows that his plane is off its course | 
and makes the necessary corrections in| 
steering.

Even if ocean and ice only are 
found on the Spitzbergen-Pole line, they 
may be able, fiying at great heights, to 
discover land at such distances that they 
cannot safely visit it. . 

Both planes will carry the Norwegian 
flags and. will claim as Norwegian do- 
minion any new land that may be dis- 
covered.

Amundsen hopped off with the hope 
of accomplishing in eight hours by air 
a dash from civilization to the North 
Pole and completing the round trip in} 
about forty hours. From civilization to 
the Pole and back again was a journey 
that took Peary more than a year, His 
final dash from Cape Columbia to the 
Pole was made in. thirty-eight days.

declaration. put it is certain that in the} 
end their attituage will be the same. | 
On the other hand, Greece already has | 
said that if consideration is given to | 
the peculiar situation of Russla’s neigh- 
bors consideration must also be given | 
to the neighbors of the neighbors, 

In the opening discussion this morning | 


Rumania presented an amendment pro- 
viding that Paragraph 6, Article III, 
which provides for publication of statis- | 
tics ‘‘shall not apply to Persia, Poland 
and Rumania until Russia has adhered 
to the present convention.” | 

After Persia had demanded that both 
producing and nonproducing States give 
publicity to arms manufacture and 
Japan had gone on record that it was 
the conference’s duty to protect States 
in peculiar circumstances, the Polish 
delegate recalled his amendment on this 
subject. The amendment provides that 
publicity provisions shall not apply to 
contracting countries having a common | 
frontier with noncontracting, producing 
States until the latter shaNM have adhered 
to the convention. : 

After’ declaring the publicity provi- 
sions a menate to security and equality 
alike, the Polish delegate declared they 
provided a means for making unfavor- 
able propaganda against any purchasing | 
country although they purchased for 
their needs only a smal er cent. of, 
the arms manufactured by the producing | 
country for its needs. 

Four possible courses were considered: 
First, getting Russia to adhere, which is! 
practically impossible; second, returning 
to the provisions of St. Germain, where 
imports and exports of non-members 
were prohibited; third, to place Russia 
in a restricted zone, which would be at- 
tended by too many political difficul- | 
ties, and fourth, “to accept the Polish 
amendment. 

Baron Clauzel of France characterized 
this as the most delicate and difficult 
problem of the conference. 

‘The whole question of peace depends 
on security,”’ he said, ‘‘Russis’s neigh- 
bors have spoken frankly and openly in- 
stead of hiding behind certain nonrati- 
fication and it is our duty to help them 
and try to make something they can aa- 
here to. Russia is a bogey just now and 
that role is unfitting for a country who} 
has told us she bases her policy on noble | 
and high ideals. We might place some- 
thing in the final act of the convention | 
applying to all neighbors of Russia and | 
providing some time limit, after which, 
if Russia had not adhered, they can ap- 
ply for a new conference to free them 
from the observation of Paragraph 
Article o 

This was supported by Finland, who 
also favored the British proposal to 
stiike Russia from the list of States 
whose ratification was required to bring 
the convention into operation.

We only ate two sand- 
wiches during the entire trip and, In- 
stead of throwing ballast overboard, we | 
threw out our food supply, as we had | 
absolutely no use for it.’’ 

He said that the charges that free 
balloon flights were of little practical 
benefit were unfounded and that obser- 
vations made from free balloons pro- 
vided meteorological data which were in- 
valuable.

after six months’ service Anderson nad 
been again replaced by Sfnith. 

John Meyerer, President of the Meyer- 
er-Seymour Auto Garage Service, Inc., 
of 2,714 Beverly Road, Brooklyn, testi- 
fied that the Kerrigan car had been 
kept in that garage from March 23 to 
Oct. 7, 1024, during which time, ex- 
cept after Oct. 1, Anderson was chauf- 
feur.: Meyerer said that he had neither 
charged nor received nor had ever been 
asked to charge more than the actual 
price for services rendered. It was 
brought out that 1,100 gallons of gaso- 
line were supplied during that period, or 
enough to run the car 11,000 miles. The 
garage is about one-half mile from Ker- 
rigan’s home and about four miles from 
the Municipal Building. 

“I have no doubt that Smith was kept

Should Keep the Balance Even. 


It would seem therefore good policy 
for any country to try and keep the 
balance even so far as possible and 
encourage selling to itself where it 
can buy cheaply and well, in order 
that the sellers may in their turn buy 
from it that which they need and can 
afford to buy. That seems axiomatic. 
If you drive your customers out of 
the market by one means or another 
you will end by having no customers 
at all and it will be the worse for 
you. That is, 1 suppose, what the old 
economists meant when they said that 
there was no such thing as a favor- 
able or unfavorable balance of trade. 
Give and take Is as necessary in trade 
as it is In diplomacy or in marriage 
or in any other human activity in 
which the “Race can not be run by 
one and one, but always by two and 
two."’ 

Now, looking at this question of 
goods across the sea, that is consider- 
ing our Anglo-American relations 
from the point of view of what the 
Jermans used to call ‘‘rea] politik,” 
as opposed to sentimental policy, we 
find in the first place as might be 
expected, that the United States and 
the British Empire are today each 
others’ best customers, though the 
United States has the advantage in 
the visible trade balance, I hate sta- 
tistics in an after-dinner speech, but 
one has, alas, sometimes to stoop to 
them. 

United States exports to the British 
Empire represented in 1923 nearly 44 
per cent. of the whole exports, of 
which nearly one-half went to the 
United Kingdon, and it was only with 
the British Empire that the United 
States had a favorable trade balance 
of visible exports. It was, indeed, 
the great excess of United States ex- 
ports to the British Empire that 
weighed the total balance so largely 
in favor of America, The United 
States exports to the United Kingdom 
in 1924 were, as always, made up 
mostly of raw materials, such as cot- 
ton, tobacco, mineral oils and wheat, 


all of which went presumably to help 
the inhabitants of the United King- 
dom to manufacture goods for export 
to the United States and to other 
countries. , 

The total exports from the United 
States to the United Kingdom in 1924 
(forgixe the figures once more) repre- 
sented a sum of over 882,009,000, 
while the imports into the United 
States from the United Kingdom 
amounted to only $404,000,000, or less 
than half that sum. How is thé bal- 
ance paid for? That Is the crux, 

Before the war the balance used to 
be paid for by our ‘‘Invisible exports'’ 
—interest on, capital loaned, freight 
rates for shipping, &e., and no doubt 
also by profits inade in trade with 
other countries. But today these in- 
visible exports have shrunk and our 
foreign markets also have shrunk— 
in some cases as in Russia and Cen- 
tral BMurope shrunk almost to noth- 
ing—and we have to keep unemployed 
British subjects alive to the number 
of a million and a quarter, according 
to official statisties, afd to over two 
million, according te unofficial re- 
ports; I have seen, not because they 
don’t want te work, as some people 
imagine, but because if they did work

But on the whole the outlook is cer- 
tainly depressing and we cannot yet 
see from what side help will come. 
In any case it will come slowly. Emi- 


gration, which is about half what it 
was before the war, may partially 
hyip to solve the problem of an over- 
crowded population suffering from 
lack of markets which to sell its 
products; but only partially. 

The main and greatest factor on 
which we have to rely is the re-estab- 
lishment of permanent peace in Eu- 
rope and the increase of purchasing 
power in foreign markets. Now, if 
Great Britain cannot sell her products 
abroad she cannot, of course, continue 
abroad, she cannot, of course, continue 
to buy raw materials and manufac- 
tured goods in the United States in 
the same heavy quantities as had been 
her custom. It is, | am sure, fully 
realized that Great Britain could 
scarcely carry on an unfavorable trade 
balance with the United States for- 
ever and yet pay the thirty-two odd 
million pounds per annum required 
to meet her indebtedness to the United 
States Government. 

We Intend—we are absolutely deter- 
mined—to meet our just debts, but 
there may come a time when, unless 
the world situation changes for the 
better, unless we can return to some- 
thing like pre-war conditions of credit 
and trade, it would be impossible both 
to make heavy purchases of raw ma- 
terlals from the United States and to 
pay the interest on our debt. It does 
not require a high-class mathematician 
to see that. The purchases would ob- 
viously have to beé cut down. 

But this is only a small issu® in com- 
parison with the great world issues in- 
volved in the general settlement of 
world questions by which alone we can 
hope to achieve a return to that state 
of normality which President Harding 
rightly declared was the object we 
should all aim at. 

We in Great Britain need a return 
to real peace in the world perhaps 
more than any other nation and I 
cannot repeat too often that our inter- 
ests in this matter are so clear, so 
obvious that they can no longer be the 
object of the slightest doubt, except 
perhaps to those who, as Mrs. Gamp 
said, have to look through a brick ta 
see what’s writ on the wall beyond, 
For this reason British policy at least 
—whatever Government is in power— 
should be as regards its search for 
peace above suspicion. But I am not 
speaking now only for the United 
Kingdom, nor for the British Bmpire, 
but forthe world at large in declar- 
ing that as I see things unless we can 
shortly restore a firm basis of eonfi- 
dence and credit throughout Europe 
and a return to the natural flow of 
trade, unless we can work on the prin- 
ciple of goods across the sea, we are 
heading ‘for a worse cataclysm than 
that produced by the actual state of 
war.

TO TRACE LOST CITY 


Prorok Awaits Experts’ Verdict 
in Search for Second Sub- 
merged Town Off Djerba.

JARS WELDED BY SEA ACTION

First Examination of Divers’ Trove 
Indicates They Are Phoenicilan— 
Firat Buried City Examined. 


DJERBA, May 22.—The strange mass 
of pottery located yesterday dating 
possibly from Phoenician, or at least 
fairly early times, which form an ex- 
tremely interesting example of the 
amazing transformation wrought by the 
sea, has been brought up by divers in 
Count de Prorok’s expedition to try to 
verify the report that a second sub- 
merged city 1s lying in the channel 
separating this from the Island main- 
land. A mass, that seems on one side 
solid rock, coated with reddish marine 
incrustations like coral, shows on the 
other side three necks of large pottery 
jars standing almost in line, six and 
eight inches apart, 

A curious feature of these jars is that 
a little below the necks they have been 
united by the chemistry of the sea into 
a single base. Their thin pottery shells 
are perfectly ‘‘welded’’ that it 
impossible to see where one jar ends 
: the next begins. It.could not have 


s0 


been better done if a potter had molded 
one vast jar. 

The necks of two of them, moreover, 
have been broken vertically and the 
two ends have lapped over each other 
exactly as if the pottery had not been 
of brittle, baked clay but with 
pliable qualities of molten metal, 
The interiors of the necks, five inches 
in diameter, are corrugated and filled 
with broken shells. 

The whole mass, which was found 
imbedded in sand fifty feet below the 
surface of the sea,-is one yard long, 
fifteen inches wide and one foot high, 
weighing about seventy pounds, One of 
the divers who explored the sunken 
Roman galley of* Mahdia, says that 
somewhat similar solid chunks of pot- 
tery were found there.

An Arab guide showed Count de Pro- 
rok today what bears every indication 
of being the ruing of an ancient city, 
extending from the island coast 2.0 
yards into the sea at shallow depth, 
This is not, however, the location for 
which he is seeking, for it is situated 
four miles east of the channel, in the 
Gulf of Bougrara, adjoining an Arab 
village off Guallilla. As far as is known 
here, neither of the ruined parts of the 
eity lying inland and in the sea—both 
of which are very interesting—ever has 
been excavated or mapped, though they 
are easy to find and see it would 
seem probable tha® they must at least 
have been previously reported to scien- 
tifie bodies. Here, under the sea, at 2 
depth varying from one feot to nine 
feet, there are many walls, some divided 
into small rooms, plainly visible from 
the surface. 

The ineresting part of the seaward ex- 
tremity of the city, where the walls are 
a yard thick, shows a building 80 feet 
long by 50 feet wide. This rectangle, 
enclosed on al] but the land side by a 
distinct circular belt ef sandy sea bot- 
tom, is 10 feet wide, perfectly curved 
inside and outside, the minor diameter 
being about 100 feet.

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If people would only begin to think 
in terms of real economics instead of 
politics there would soon be an end 
of suspicion and fear and desire for 
revenge, because it would be under- 
stood that the ruin of one’s neighbor 
inevitably harms oneself.

Now, gentlernen, you will perhaps 
ask how all this tirdde is to apply to 
you and, above all, to apply to Amer- 
ica. Please do not g0 away with the 
idea that I think you ought to in- 
terfere as a State directly with Euro- 
pean concerns. You are right when 
you say, as Mr. Hughes said the other 
day, that Europe must work out her 
own salvation. No—all I ask is that 
there should be in this country a 
sympathetic understanding toward 
those who. are endeavoring to bring 
together the jarring and conflicting 
elements in urope and endeavoring 
to see if they cannot work together, 
for economic if not for any higher 
reasons, for the good of all. If they 
can do that it will be greatly to the 
interest of this country and will pro- 
mote prosperity in this country for we 
are all more or less intereonnected 
and related. If they cannot, the result 
will not be so fatal to this country as 
to others, but it will be, to say the 
least of it, unpleasant. 

As Mr. Houghton sald well in his 
speech the other night to the Pilgrims 
in London: ‘‘Peace is an adventure in 
faith,”’ to which I would add that it is 
also an adventure in hope and charity, 
and the greatest of these is charity. 

I am only a very humble diplomatist 
and no political megaphene, but I can- 
not help hoping that little by little the 
very driving power of economic des- 
tiny—the inevitable force of economie 
circumstances—will oblige the countries 
of Europe to realize the facts that in 
that adventure in faith, hope and 
charity which we eall international 
peace, lies in the end the one prospect 
of safety, for the weak as for the 
strong, for the poor as for the rich 
and, further that this country which is 
so powerful for good will use the great 
influence it possesses not In a captious 
or critical spirit, but in a sincere and 
sympathetic desire to help, to promote 
that good-will among men by which 
alone we can expect to regenerate this 
stricken world. 


The Nete Struck by Houghton. 


That was, as I read it, the note 
Struck by Ambassador Houghton in 
his speech in London, to which I have 
already referred; that has been the 
note struck over and over again by 
your President and by many eminent 
Americans of all shades of opinions. 

We have, with your help—official 
or unofficial it matters little—already 
achieved much, The settlement of the 
reparations question by the Dawes 
plan was a great step forward. The 
return of Great Britain and other 
countries to the gold standard is an- 
other great step forward toward the 
re-establishment of confidence and 
credit. But we have come, I now 
verily belfeve, to the real parting of 
the ways. Everything depends on 
whether we can establish a sense of 
security in Europe in the future. 

If by meang of the Five Power 
Pact between France, Great Britain, 
italy, Germany and Belgium, now un- 
der discussion, we can secure peace 
for a generation. I believe there is 
good hope that we may secure peace 
in Hurope for all me. I have lived 
too much in France not to love and 


admire the great qualities of her peo- 
ple both in peace and war and nat to 
feel a thrill of joy when [ think of her 
beautiful buildings and cities, Italy; 
which has produced perhaps more men 
and genius than any other eountry in 
the world, is also my wife’s country 
and half of my heart is there. 
Germany I have known from my 
youth and I look back to those pre- 
war days with recollections ef pleas- 
ant and friendly companionships and 
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divers indicate that the massive wai 
or quai is covered by two feet of d. 

Count de Prorok thinks the whole de- 
sign of this double structure resembles 
the Punic type of admiralty palaces, 
and he plans to investigate {t thoroughi 
next season, as insufficient time is left 
to do the work properly now.

GARY LISTS BUSINESS ILLS. 


He Forecasts Prosperity and Trade 
Improvement. | 


The Iron and Steel Institute concluded 
its twenty-seventh general meeting with 
its dinner at the Commodore last night. 
There had been a technica] meeting, 
comprising morning and afternoon ses- 
sions at the same placg, which was 
opened by the annyal address of Judge 
Elbert H, Gary, Chalrman of the board 
of the United States Steel Corporation, 
and President of the institute. Leaders 
in the steel industry from all sections 
of the country attended the sessions. 
Charles M. Schwab was not present, 
having been detained at his home at 
Loretto, Pa., by the illness of Mrs. 
Schwab. 

In his address, Judge Gary, speaking 
on ‘‘The Diseases of Business,”’ said the 
iron and steel business was prosperous 
as cOmpared with the latter part of 
1913 and other periods, but “‘not in 
some respects entirely satisfactory.” 

He described as the worst disease that 
afflicts business, “‘the abnormal, un- 
necessary, timid and ill-polsed mental 
attitude of the managers themselves, 
including ourselves.’’ He ave high 
praise to the Coolidge Administration. 
“Never before within the memory of the 
members of this large audience has 
there been in these United States an Ad- 
ministration which, in all respects, was 
better calculated to advance the best 
interests of the whole population.’’ He 
followed that with the statement that 
Congress might be expected to support 
the President because the majority of the 
people are behind him. His question: 
“Are you among them?’’ was answered 
with applause. 


Impediments to Business, 


Among the impediments to business he 
listed the influence of the war; wrong, 
unnecessary and injurious things done 
and left undone by Congress; too high 
taxes by national, State and municipal 


authorities; the high costs of living, and 
a feeling of selfishness or cupidity 
among business rivals. 

Reviewing all these conditions, how- 
ever, he said, he felt no reason to be 
pessimistic over the - 9utcome. The 
natural resourees of the country and 
the cash resources, taken with improv- 
ing conditions in other respects, he said, 
forecast prosperity and better business. 

‘We cannot fail to bear in mind tiat 
the ill effects of the late stupendous 
world wars are still in evidence through- 
out the universe, although the extent 
has not and cannot as yet be fully ap- 
praised,"’ said Judge Gary. ‘The infiu-

No reasonable person will find 
fault with the action of another who oc- 
cuples a political position of personal 
responsibility if, and when, he or she 
acts strictly in -accordunce with his or 
her best judgment and moral perception; 
but there is always an obligation to 
make practical application up to the full 
limit of conscience and sense of duty, 
having in mind the public weal and sub- 
ordinating personal benefit, political or 
otherwise. Not Intending to disregard 
or minimize the efforts, the integrity 
or the ability of the vast majority of the 
splendid occupants of seats in the halls 
of our Congress, it may properly be ob- 
served that there is much done and also 
much undone in the Congress of the 
United States which is wrong, unneces« 
sary and injurious to the business of 
this country. 


Political Platforms. 


“There are political parties, well 
known, with formulated platforms, dis- 
cussed, considered and then adopted. It 
is the duty of the adherents of these 
parties respectively to vote and act In 
accordance with these platforms except 
and uniess moral conscience prevents, 
Likewise it is expected, because estab- 
lished by cur form of government and 
practice under it, that 4 majority will 
determine the questions considered. Al} 
this is proper and necessary to gouod 
government and orderly, effective pro- 
cedure. ‘This ts the business part of 
Congress; a vital part of it. 

“There would seem to be no reason- 
able doubt that during the late years 
there has been in the minds of some 
of the members of the Congress an 
attitude inimical to the principles al- 
ready stated and to the best interests 
of our people generally. The motives 
in some cases may have been good, 
in others questionable. Some have dis- 
regarded their party platforms and even 
their professed party. Some have

| majority of the voters. Some have op- 
posed or overlooked the well co sidered 
and honest efforts of able gover imental 
representatives. Some have assailed and 
abused worthy members of their own 
party. 

“Some have obstructed or postpened 
j action concerning proper and necessary 
legislation; they have ignored the wel- 
; fare and defied the wishes of a large 
majority of the voters and seem to have 
acted from motives which weré per- 
sonal, selfish and unworthy. They have 
in part succeerled but whether this dis- 
position, which has become an obses- 
sion with some men, will be permitted 
to continue in the future deserves at- 
tention. 

“Concerning the specified subjects, all

South African Chiefs Tell British 
Heir He Came From Heaven 


and Call Him ‘Shining San.’ 


UMTATA, Union of South Africa, May 
22 (*).—Forty thousand natives gathered 
on the open veldt here today to witness | 
the reception given by the native chiefs | 
to the Prince of Wales. It was a | 
unique, impressive ceremony, and the 
Prince was attired for the occasion in 
one of his most imposing uniforms, the 
full dress of a Colonel of the Welsh 
Guards. The red tunic and white helmet 
with flashing gold spike greatly im- 
pressed the native assembly. 

The Prince, standing on a small tem- 
porary platform, faced a great semi- 
circle of thousands of natives, while in 
fields and on sloping hills thousands 
on thousands of horses stood unattended, 
with reins thrown over their necks, 
peacefully browsing. The leading chief 


made a speech in honor of the Prince, 
saying: 

“Great .Chief—You are our earthly 
god; our life will be happy because we 
have seen your Royal Highness * * * 
There is no single one who feels bad in | 
his heart, because our god has descended 
from heayen and is on earth. O Sun, 
shine on us.”’

UMTATA, South Africa, May 22.—The | 
primary object of the Prince of Wales's 
visit to Umtata is to obtain a first-hand 
impression of the native inhabitants of 
the Transkeian territories, but the 
Prince has also looked forward to meet- 
ing the small and scattered white com- 
munities and to show his recognition 
responsibility of their position. 
Not only the white officials, but traders 
and others, bear a considerable responsi- 
bility, for their actions are carefully | 
watched by the natives and regarded as 
a sample of the white man’s method of 
dealing with black races. It is pleasing 
to record that the prestige of the whites | 
nowhere is higher than in Transkei. 

Today the white community received 
from the Prince a recognition of its de- 
votion in upholding. those ideals of jus- 
tice and fair dealing which mean so 
much in the administration of native 
affairs. In a lengthy talk to the chiefs, 
headmen and councilors, the Prince 
made known to them the close interest of 
the royal house in the progress of their 
race. He was aware, the Prince de-| 
clared, of the courage they had shown 
in the World War, and that many of 
them laid down their lives in the sinking 
of the Vendi, with exemplary . devotion. 
The reference was to the loss of a trans- 
port, when a large body of men of the 
second contingent of the South African 
Native Labor Corps were drowned. 

He said he hoped and believed the} 
natives would show equal courage and 
govd-will in carrying out the difficult 
duties of peace. ‘‘You have,’’ he said, 
‘‘a spacious and fertile country, the en- 
joyment of which is assured to yoy by 
the provident care of the Government. 
It is your part, under the guidance of 
the Magistrates, to develop by your 
thrift the resources of the territory for 
the benefit of yourselves and your chil- 
dren, and of the Dominion of which you 
are part.”’

BY RUM RUNNERS 


Comrade Rushing Him to Hos- 
pital Also Is Wounded by 
Patrol on Road. 


BLOCKADE LEAK INDICATED 


Dry Navy Officers Believe Motor- 
boat May Have Got Whisky From 
Smuggler Far at Sea. 


Two members of the Coast Guard were. 
shot early yesterday in a battle with 
rum-runners near Atlantic City. The af- 
fair indicated that the whisky smugglers 
at last have found a way of running 
the Coast Guard blockade off Atlantic 
City. 

John Holmes, 23 years old, and Mor- 
ton Bragg, about the same age, both at- 
tached to the Coast Guard station at 
Sea Isle City, N. J., were the wounded 
men. Holmes was patrolling the beach 
between Sea Isle City and Atlantic City 
when he came across rum-runners, who | 
are believed to have been escaping after | 
landing a load of whisky on the beach. | 
The whisky apparently had been taken 
away in trucks, and the rum-runners 
were putting out to sea again in their 

oat. 

Holmes was shot in the left arm when 
he called to the men to stop. He says 
the shot came from the boat, not from 
shore. Falling in the sand, he exchange | 
several shots with the rum-runners be- 
fore their boat disappeared. 


Shots Bring Assistance. 


Other Coast Guards, hearing the shots, 
went to Holmes’s assistance. He was 
put into an automobile, driven by How- 
ard Clark, and accompanied by Bragg.

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GARMENT INDUSTRY 
APPEALS FOR RELIEF 


Manufacturers Tell Smith's 
. Commission the Unions Are 
Crushing Them. 


“SOLDIERING” IS CHARGED 


Right to Select Workers, Procure 
Adequate Production, and Dis- 
charge, Is Demanded. 


An appeal for relief from union domi- 
nation is made to the commission ap- 
pointed by Governor Smith to investi- 
gate the garment industry by the In- 


dustrial Council of the Cloak, Suit and 
Skirt Manufacturers’ Protective Asso- 
ciation, which made pubWec yesterday 
the text of a brief it has submitted to 
the commission. The brief, drawn by 
William Klein, counsel to the associa- 
tion, says the manufacturers have 
granted everything, that they now de- 
mand relief, and that if relief is not 
granted, the industry will be killed or 
reduced to the “sweatshop” basis. 

The association “suggests,” “as the 
relief that we feel we are entitled to,” 
the following: 

1. There must be productivity by 
the workers. (a) That means be found 
by your commission to provide an in- 
centive to the workers to produce 
through optional piece work and op- 
tional week work. 

2. The right to the manufacturer to 
select his workers and to decrease his 
force at the end of the season as the 
needs of his plant, in his judgment, 
warrant, 

3. The right of discharge, with cer- 
tain safeguards to the workers. 

4. The shop strike be prevented. 

5. The right to the use of improved 
machinery in peeeraaaee with the best 


scientific methods. 
“The facts we present are the workers 
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do not produce and we have no way of 
compelling production,” the appeal con- 
tinues. “Because of the ‘soldiering on 
the job,’ as non-productivity is under- 
stood, the labor cost of the garment to 
the inside manufacturer’is greatly in- 
creased. This increase is reflected in 
the cost to the retailer. We expressly 
deny any desire to force a worker to 
become so overworked that he will be- 
come ill. 

“If the right of discharge shall be 
granted, but subject to safeguard which 
the commission will urge, much abuse in 
the industry will disappear. There will 
be no soldiering. The employer should 

B ght to discharge a worker 
upon condition that if he desires to en- 
gage another worker he shall be a 
union man. 

“We have come into the situation at 
the request of the commission and have 
accepted additional burdens, believing 
that when we were heard we would be 
granted relief. We have nothing further 
to give. ~Everything has been taken 
away and we now demand. Under the 
present contract and present recommen- 
dations we cannot exist and we cannot 
give in to them. It is impossible.’’ 

The appeal is submitted to a commis- 
sion headed by George Gordon Battle, 
and including also Arthur D. Wolf, 
Herbert Lehman and State Industrial 
Commissioner Bernard L. Shientag. 


CAVALIER ASKS NEW TRIAL. 


Pennsylvania Supreme Court Gets 
Boy Slayer’s Appeal. 


PHILADELPHIA, May 22 (#).—The 
appeal for a new trial for William C. 
Cavalier, 15 years old, sentenced to 
death for killing his grandmother for 
the purpose of robbery, reached the 
State Supreme Court today from the 
Schuylkill County Court. 

T. B. Roads and C. W. Straudenmaier, 
counsel for the boy, said the appeal was 
not made to delay matters, but in the 


belief that Cavalier had suffered an in- 
justice.

Throng of 20,000 Sees Vander-

BUTLER COLT SHOWS DASH

Twenty thousand spectators watched 
Sarazen go down to ignominious defeat 
at Belmont Park yesterday afternoon 
and cheered to the echo when James 
Butler’s speedy four-year-old Sting came 
charging down the homestretch to win 
with ease the thirty-third running of 
the historic Metropolitan Handicap.

Then came 
Serenader, while Sarazen was next to 
last in the field. 

Eight ran in the Metropolitan, and 
Sarazen was the strong favorite at 6 to 
5, with Sting the second choice at 
1i to 5. Sting carried 114 pounds and 
ran the mile In the fast time of 1:37 
flat over a track much slower than a 
year ago. Only once has faster time 
been made in the stake, and that was In 
1922, when Mad Hatter ran {ft in 1:36 3-5 
under 129 pounds. Benny Breuning had 
the leg up on the winner, which won his 
third straight victory. The race was 
worth $6,625 to Mr. Butler, who started 
at Belmont Park where he left off at 
Jamaica.

the season. Six high-class jumpers con- 
tended and at the finish not a dozen 
lengths separated the first and last 
horse, 

The victory of J. E. Davis's four-year- 
old filly Relentless, by Vulcain-Hima- 
tion, was her third victory in as many 
starts this season.

The action of a grcup of alumni in 
petitioning President Angell to reinstate 
Mr. Woolley, who resigned his position 
as University Lecturer on Dramatic Art 
when Professor George P. now 
Professor of the new “Department of 
Dramatic Art by virtue of the munifi- 
cence of Mr. E. S. Harknegs, Yale ‘97, 
refused to appoint the dramatic coach 
to his staff, has been unprecedented but 
successful. 

Never before in the history of Yale 
has such a group succeeded in dictating 
a Faculty appointment after the Cor- 
poration had ruled against it. There is 
no parallel in Mr. Harkness’s success 
in obtaining the services of the founder 
of the Harvard “47 Workshop.”’ For 
Mr. Harkness proposed, the Corporation 
considered and accepted. In the case of 
Mr. Woolley, the university had already 
announced that he would receive no fur- 
ther appointment on the expiration of 
his term this Spring, and had accepted 
his resignation. 

There followed a process only too pain- 
fully familiar to members of Congress 
and State legislators. The President of 
the university was deluged with peti- 
tions, organized by a committee frankly 
partisan to the personal cause of Mr. 
Woolley; “The Yale Alumni Weekly’ 
and “The, Yale Daily News’’ became 
fora for airing the graduate protest. 
Dr. Angell bowed to the storm. Mr. 
Woolley was appointed for another year, 
and the decision postponed until 1926, 
when Mr. Baker will have had a chance 
to show his powers, the passions of 
the moment will be cooled to the usual 
apathy of the non-professional graduate, 
and Mr. Woolley may be dropped qulet- 
ly and this time efficiently. 

Behind the Woolley-Baker controversy 
lay much rancor not generally known 
to the public.

PARIS, May 22.—It is understood that 
the Paris Grand Opera Company in- 
tends, after an interval of more than 
thirty years, to revive Rossini’s ‘‘Bar- 


ber of Seville.’ This revival, which is 
expected to take place during June, was 
specially decided upon for the first ap- 
pearance here of the young American 
coloratura soprano, Mme. Luella Melius, 
whom M. Rouche. director of the opera, 
has engaged to sing. 

Mme. Melius igs the possessor of a 
ronderful voice. She was a favorite 
upil of the late Jean de Reszke, with 
whom she studied for nearly ten years, 
and was regarded almost as an adopted 
daughter by the great teacher and Mme. 
de Reszke. She recently scored a tri- 
umph at Albert Hall {n London. 

The only thing which may interfere 
with the performance is a superstition 
that the ‘‘Barber’’ is pursued by con- 
stant ill-luck, and this is causing M.

It is considered a coincidence that 
only a week ago in a public speech 
Lord Oxford, formerly Herbert H. As- 
quith, paid tribute to the five great 
men of the war, Lords Haig, Jellicoe, 
Kitchener, General Sir John Cowans 
and ex-Prime Minister David Lloyd 
George, but made no mention of the 
Earl of Ypres. This significant omis- | 


oe was much commented upon at the 
me. 

The Earl of Ypres’s command of the 
“Old Contemptibles,’’ as Great Britain's 
first small expeditionary force to France 
became known, will, however, always be 
remembered with gratitude by his coun- 
trymen who will desire to honor him in | 
his death. There is also the memory of 
his long and great services to his coun- 
try in many fields of public endeavor, 
including his service as Lord Lieutcnant 
of Ireland during the troublesome times 
after the end of the war until the crea- 
tion of the Irish Free State. It was 
during this period that an attempt was 
made to assassinate him. His death 
has occurred very soon after that of 
another British World War figure, who 
died while serving as Lord Rawlingson, 
Commander-in-Chief of the British 
forces in India. 

The Earl of Ypres fever fully recov- 
ered from the operation for appendicitis 
he underwent in a London nursing home 
in March. The first bulletin describing 
the operation indicated that a speedy 
recovery could not be looked for. His 
condition fluctuated, but there was uni- 
versal hope that he would regain his 
usual health, and by the end of April his 
condition was 80 good it was expected 
he might leave the nursing home within 
a few days, 


Only Taken Home to Die. 


About a fortnight ago, however, the 
Earl of Ypres had another relapse, and 
last Sunday he was removed by motor 
ambulance to his home in Deal. He was 
said to have stood the journey well and 
this gave rise to renewed hope of re- 
covery, but, as it now appears, the doc- 
tors concealed his real condition and he 
was only taken home to dle. 

Within a couple of days the Feld 
Marshal had a sinking spell, and his 
physician, Sir John Atkins, who served 
on his persona) staff when he was Com- 
in France, was hur- 
rledly called to Deel. The patient still) 
made a‘ gallant fight for life and there 
was another temporary rally. Yester- 
day, however, his condition became very 
grave and he was unconscious until he 
succumbed today. 

The Earl of Ypres will be succeeded in 
his title by his eldest son, Viscount 
French, who formarly was a Captain in 
the Royal Artillery. 





A Remarkable Career. 


Rising to the highest places in British 
military circles, the Earl of Ypres often 
was characterized as ‘‘the luckiest man 
in the army,’’ and French luck became 
almost proverbial among the British 


soldiers. Later events, however, caused 
a difference .of opinion as to whether 
the luck had been on the soldier's side 
or on that of the British army and the 
British Empire. 

Perhaps the most important event of 
his career which had to do with these 
two ideas was the historic battle of 
Ypres in the World War, the winning of 
which barred the Channel ports to the 
Germans and saved England from pos- 
sible invasion. It was at Ypres that 
the Germans first resorted to their 
deadly gas attacks, a form of warfare 
that impelled the British commander to 
deplore the fact that an army would | 
stoop so low. | 

What was termed the Earl's biggest | 
piece of sheer luck occurred in 1896, | 
when the British military authorities de- | 
cided to revise the cavalry drill book as} 
a prelude to reorganization of the | 
mounted arm. At that time he was 
Colonel French, on the retired Ust at 
half pay, as he had been for two years, 
having been shelved at the age of 41 to 
give younger men a chance for promo- | 
tion. His career apparently was ended. | 

It happened that the Inspector Gen- | 
eral of Cavalry wag Sir George Luck, | 
under whom French had served in -| 
dia, where he performed brilliantly in | 
bringing cavalry commands up to a high 
point of efficiency. Sir George had not 
forgotten that service, so he brought 
Colonel French out of retirement to 
write the new cavalry book. The result 
was characterized as ‘‘a masterpiece of 
lucid explanation and terse precision.”’ 
Then the question @rose as to who was! 
to carry out the alterations called for. | 
Some answered ‘‘the one who suggested | 
them.” French was made Assistant 
Adjutant General of Cavalry and pro- 
ceeded to climb upward to the command 
of the 100,000 British soldiers who met 
the first terrific onslaughts of the Ger- 
mans in the World Wer. 

Meanwhile French had made exten- 
sive, reforms and became commander 
ot a cavalry brigade. In the manoeuvres 
of 1898 he attracted the attention of 
the entire British army. In_ these, 
through extraordinarily daring opera- 
tions, he completely baffled his oppo- 
nent, a General using methods which had 
been regarded as efficient and neces- 
sary until French’s genius made_them 
antiquated. French became a Major 
General the next year. 


Brilliant Record in Boer War. 


The Boer war was to French only 
another opportunity to show the ability 
which the British military authorities 
had shelved seven years before. He had 
the chief cavalry command and in nu- 


merous operations proved himself both 
a great strategist and a superior tacti- 
clan. He was mentioned in many dis- 
patches and went back to England at 
the close of the war to be knighted 
and receive the command of all the 
troops at Aldershot with the rank of 
Lieutenant General. 

In 1907 French was appointed Inspector 
General of the Forces, and five years 
later he was made Chief of the Imperial 
General Staff. He was made a Field 
Marshal in 1913 and as such went to 
France at the beginning of the World

The late Lord Northcliffe made a

After sixteen months of intensive war- 
fare in France, French relinquished 
command of the British forces to Field 
Marshal Haig and returned to England. 
He was created a Viscount and made 
Commander-in-Chief of the troops in the 
United Kingdom, a post he held until 
1918. Then he was made Lord Lieutenant 
of Ireland, serving until April 30, 1921, 


| when the Home ule Partition act took 


effect and Viscount Fitzalan became 


Viceroy. On Dec, 19, 1919, while he was 
motoring through Ireland an attempt 
was made to assassinate the Lord Lieu- 
tenant. His party was fired upon from 
ambush, but French escaped injury. 

Upon retirement as Lord Lieutenant 
of Ireland, French was created an Earl 
by King George. His new honor was 
not gazetted for nearly a year after- 
ward, when it was officially announced 
that he had elected to be known as the 
Earl of Ypres, after the place of his 
great victory in the war. Some surprise 
was occasioned by his title selection, it 
being quite unusual to take the name of 
of a foreign place for a title. 


Sudan Campaign His First. 


Marshal French was born at Ripple 
Vale, Ripple, Kent, Sept. 28, 1852, the 
son of a British naval captain, of an 
Irish family. After four years as a 
cadet and midshipman he forsook the 
navy for the army. As an officer of the 
Nineteenth Hussars he went through the 
Sudan campaign of 1884-85, and was 
thelr Colonel from 1889 to 1893. With 
the Boer war came opportunity that he 
seized brilliantly. Appointed Major Geén- 
eral in command of the cavalry in 
Natal, he achfeved the first British vic- 
tory of the war at Elandslaagte. His 


cavalry actions at Colesberg, holding in 
check superior Boer forces, established 
his reputation as a commander of re- 
sources’ and daring. Then came‘ the 
march to Kimberley, and the pursuit 
and interception of Cronje’s column, 
with a charge by French's men that 
was considered by many critics the turn- 
ing point of the war. 

What Marshal Foch thought of 
French's conduct during the Ypres per- 
iod is worth recording. In the preface 
that he wrote to Marshal French's book, 
“A Narrative of the First Few Months 
of the War," the great French General | 
says among other praises: ‘‘If the close 
union of the allied command and the 
valor of the troops permitted these | 
glorious results to be achieved, they are 
due also to the fact that Field Marshal 
French displayed the utmost integrity, 
the most complete confidence, the great- 
est energy and was resolved rather to 
die than to retreat. In him Great Brit- 
ain found a gfand soldier. He kept his 
troops Up to the level of Wellington.”

BALTIMORE, May 22.—Word of the 
death of Dr. Darling In an automobile 
accident near Beirut was received by 
members of his family at his residence 
in this city today. He left Baltimore 


on March 21. 

Besides his widow, Dr. Darling is 
survived by a daughter, Virginia, and 
two sons, Samuel and Dashwood Dar- 
ling. Mrs. Darling was Miss Nanyrle 
Llewellyn of Charlottésville. 


A telegram, dated May 21, was re- 
ceived yesterday by President Vincent 
of the Rockefeller Foundation from the 
Secretary General of the League of Na- 
tions, as follows: 


‘‘Deeply regret inform you Drs. Samuel 
Darling and Norman Lothian met with 
fatal automobile accident while travel- 
ing as members League of Nations Ma- 
laria Commission near Beirut yester- 
day.’’ 

Officials of the Rockefeller Founda- 
tlon, 61 Broadway, sald: 

“Dr. Darling’s position with us ts ir- 
replacable and his death is a very se- 
rious less to the International Health 
Board. The whole world is the poorer 
from the point of view of health and 
medicine.” . 

Dr. Darling’s principal work, prior to 
his acceptance last March of a post on 
the League Malaria Commission in Syria 
and Palestine, was as Chief of Labora- 
tories of the Isthmian Canal Commis- 
sion, Panama Canal] Zone, from 1906 to 
1913, his investigations of malaria in the 
South, and his leadership in 1915-17 of 
the Uncinarians Commission, which con- 
ducted a hookworm and malaria re- 
search in Malaya, Java and the Fiji 
Islands. 

The physician, who for the last ten 
years was a member of the staff of the 
nternational Health Board of the 
Rockefeller Foundation, was a patholo- 
gist of unusual distinction. He made im- 
portant contributions to scientific knowl- 
edge of malaria, relapsing fever, dy- 
sentery, and parasitic diseases, particu- 
larly hookworm, filariasis and trypano- 
somiasis. 

He was born in Harrison, N. J. April 
6, 1872. He received his degree in medi- 
cine from the College of Physicians and 
Surgeons, Baltimore, in 1903. In 19)3- 
14 he accompanied General Gorgas on a 
sanitary mission to the Rand mines in 
Rhodesia, South Africa, and in 1915 -he

Philadelphia Gets Name of a Second Paris

PHILADELPHIA, May 22.— ‘“*The 
American Paris’’—for would-be di- 
vorcees—may become Philadelphia's ap- 
pellation, with the five Common Pleas 
Courts of this city grinding out divorce 
eases by the hundreds, rivaling Reno’s 
record. Men and women come to the 
city from all parts of the Eastern States 
to take advantage of the elastic divorce 
laws of Pennsylvania. New Yorkers 
make up a large number of the litigants. 

There has grown up in the legal prac- 
tice here a group of lawyers who spe- 
clalize in divorce cases. Once a week 
they advertise their ability to obtain 
divorces at rates which usually range 
around $100 a case. Speedy results are 
promised. A few such advertisements 
are signed, but the majority are anony- 
mous. 

George S. Garman, certificate clerk in 
the office of the Phothonotary, esti- 
mated today that approximately 200 di- 
vorces were being granted here every 
month. It is figured that the number 
of divorces granted in the city in the 
last year will total more than 2,000.

The Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court in Brooklyn unanimously upheld 
yesterday Justice Lazansky's. recent re- 
fusal to issue to Attorney General Albert 
Ottinger a writ of mandamus which 
would have compelled the Board of Elec- 
tions to install voting machines in New 
York City. The Attorney General's appli- 
cation was for a mandamus specifically 
compelling the Election Board to comply 
with Section 243 of the election laws. 
The court's opinion, written by Presid- 
ing Justice Kelly, and concurred in by 
Associate Justices Jaycox, Manning, 
Kelby and Kapper, holds that the board 
has complied with that section so far as 
it has been able. 

The decision of the Appellate Division 
says: 

Tiandamus will issue only to compel 
performance of an official duty clearly 
imposed by law when there is no other 
adequate, specific remedy, the duty be- 
ing positive, not discretionary, and the 
right to its performance so clear as not 
to admit of a reasonable doubt or con- 
troversy. To entitle a party to man- 
damus, he must not only be possessed 
of a clear legal right to have an of- 
ficial duty performed, but he must be 
without any other adequate remedy to 
compel the performance of that duty.” 

The Appellate Justices point out that | 
a general direction to comply with the | 
provisions of a certain statute, without 
pointing out specifically what is to be 
done, is not sufficient. 

“Such a direction,” the decision states, 
“ts no more effective than the statute 
itself.’’ 

Justice Kelly said he could find no au- 
thority for directing the Board of Elec- 
tions in the year 1925 to adopt any par- 
ticular kind of voting machine. 

“Before the first day of April, 1922, 
the decision said, ‘‘they could have 
adopted any voting machine which_had 
heretofore been approved by the State 
authorities. If the State authorities had 
approved several varieties of machine, 
the selection of one of the approved ma- 
chines might have been of some im- 
portance. .It seems to me that the 
Board of Elections in 1925 is without 
power to adopt a voting machine or con- 
tract for the purchase or use of voting 
machines.”’ 

Abraham S. Gilbert, Special Deputy 
Attorney General, who handled the vot- 
ing machine cases, said he would pre- 
pare an application to the Second De- 
partment of the Appellate Division for 
leave to appeal from the decision to the 
State Court of Appeals. He said: 

“The Court has held that there is no 
present duty on the Board of Elections 
of the City of New York to designate 
a type or types of voting machines to 
be used in this city, but as I read the 
opinion the Court declined to pass on 
the question whether that duty now rests 
with the Secretary of State. It is the 
view of the Attorney General that the 
duty must necessarily rest somewhere, 
and that it is of the utmost importance 
to the people of the State that it be de- 
termined at the earliest possible moment 
where that duty does rest. 

“Under the circumstances, the Attor- 
ney General has directed me to take im- | 
mediate steps to bring the matter to the 
Court of Appeals of the ‘State of New 
York for final determination. I am now 
preparing an application to be made to 
the Appellate Division, Second Depart- 
ment, on the ist of June for leave to 
appeal to the Court of Appeals. If that 
motion be granted, as I believe it will| 
be, and the Court of Appeals shall, as 
I believe it will, expedite the hearing of | 
the appeal, the matter will be presented | 
to the Court of Appeals for final de-| 
termination some time during the second | 
week in June. A decisior may then be) 
expected from the Court of Appeals late 
in June or early in July, in ample time 
to take such further steps as may be 
necessary to compel the city authorities 
to recognize the law.”

TIYLAN HEARS PLEA 


ON CITY DUMP PLAN 


‘Sees Politics in Fight of N. Y. U. 
| Officials on Garbage Inciner- 
ator Near Hall of Fame. 


‘COMPLAINS OF OBSTRUCTION 


He Absolves Chancellor Brown 


of Sinister Motives, but As- 
sails the Newspapers. 


NEW SITE MAY BE CHOSEN 


Dr. Johnson Quotes Lamb to the 
Board of Estimate—Declares Pro- 
posed Location Is Improper. 


| Chancellor Elmer Ellsworth Brown of 
| New York University and Dr. Robert 
Underwood Johnson, Director of the 
Hall of Fame and former Ambassador 
} to Italy, appeared before the Board 
Zstimate yesterday, leading a dele- 
gation of residents and property owners 
| from University” Heights in opposition 
to the City Administration's plan to 
erect a large garbage incinerating plant 
} on the Harlem River opposite the uni- 
| versity campus and the Hall of Fame. 
At the close of the hearing, during 
| which Mayor Hylan engaged in several 
tilts with the scholarly representatives 
of the university, the whole - question 
was referred to Charles <A. Taylor, 
Street Cleaning Commissioner, with in- 
structions that he try to come to some 
amicable arrangement for another site 
with the various interests concerned 
and then report back to the board. It 
{appeared probable that an alternative 
site eight blocks further from the uni- 
versity property, at 214th Street instead 
of at 206th Street, would be chosen. 
At the outset of the hearing, which 
was held at the request of the Grand 
Jurors’ Association of Bronx County, 
Mayor Hylan declared that the City 
Administration, through the Street 
Cleaning Department, was trying, by 
the installation of a comprehensive city- 
wide incinerator system, to promote and 
| Maintain the good health of the com- 
munity. He mentioned the fact that 
there is a great deal of smallpox in 
cities and towns around New York and 
said he believed there should be no de- 
lay in building these modern and ef- 
ficient incinerating plants for the sci- 
entific disposal of waste material. 


Hylan Complains of Opposition. 


“It doesn’t seem to make any differ- 
} ence what improvements this City Ad- 
| ministration starts,” the Mayor com- 
| plained, “there are always those eager 
; to embarrass the Administration who 
| stand ready ta oppose and obstruct 
| them. Whatever we try to do the wolves 


of opposition are on our backs. The 
| city is simply desirous of obviating a 
condition that is a menace to the pub- 
| lic health and the Street Cleaning Com- 
missioner is anxious to obtain suitable 
sites for these necessary reduction 
plants. It carries little weight when 
protests are made by those who seek 
for political purposes merely to em- 
| barrass the Administration when it is 
trying to do its best to improve con- 
| ditions.”’ 

Chancellor Brown and Alexander V. 
Dayton, an attorney who was present 
to represent a group of protesting civic 
associations, both declared that, so far 
as they and their associates were con- 
| cerned, politics played no part in the 
protest. Tney repudiated with some 
| heat the suggestion that they were seek- 
| ing to embarrass he Administration and 
denied that they had come before the 
board only in a spirit of destructive 
criticism. 

“Oh, I am not referring to such gen- 
tlemen as you,”"’ Mayor Hylan hastened 
to explain. “I do not imagine, so far 
as New York University is concerned, 
that there are any sinister motives. But 
some of the newspapers and the in- 
terests which they serve habitually turn 
and twist things so as to try to make 
trouble. They try, for political pur- 
poses, to establish sinister motives for 
| everything we try to do. If you gentle- 
men, occupying positions of high respect 
and regard in the community, will doe 
what you can to keep the wolves from 
our backs we'll see what we can do for 
you. 

“But you know,” the Mayor went on, 
“how easy it is for anybody to find 
fault. Destructive criticism is much 
easier than constructive suggestion. 
Anybody can find fault. I should like 
} to ask if you gentlemen have any better 
| site to suggest for this inoinerating 
plant.”’ 

Members of the protesting delegation 
replied that they thought the 214th 
| Street site far more suitable and less 
objectionable. Dr. Robert Underwood 
Johnson then spoke. His remarks were 
couched in a light and conciliatory vein 
and he made a quotation or two from 
; Charles Lamb. He declared the oppo- 
| sition of the best citizens of the Bronx 
was based upon no political prejudices, 
nor upon any wish to be hypercritical. 
They felt very deeply, however, that it 
| would be a gross impropriety to locate 
|} a garbage incinerating plant directly op- 
posite and in offensive proximity to the 
Hall of Fame, which was one of the late 
| Stanford White's masterpieces of archi- 
tecture.

Defends Hall of Fame. 


The Hall of Fame, Dr. Johnson dee 
clared, is not merely a New York monuy- 
j}ment. It has become a national institu. 
tion which 50,000 persons visit annually, 
| He finished his appeal with an invita- 
} tion to the members of the board to visit 
| the shrine on University Heights next 
|} week and acquaint themselves at first 
| hand with the many cogent reasons why 
| it should not be desecrated with any 
| unsightly or noxious surroundings. 
| Street Cleaning Commissioner Taylor 
| then spoke at the request of Mayor 
|Hylan. Mr. Taylor insisted that, so far 
|from the proposed structure being of an 
| offensive type, it woula be “rather 
| esthetic in appearance,’’ with its tall 
| smokestack, not unlike qa tower or spire, 
|poinung heavenward. He added that the 
| Proposed site was across the river from 
| the Hall of Fame and at least 2,000 feet 
|away from it. Furthermore, Commis- 
sioner Taylor declared, there had been 
| a city dump in use on that same site for 
several years and without complaint. 

Chancellor Brown jnterrupted the 
| speaker to inform him that the Chan- 
}cellor himself,.in behalf of the univer- 
sity and others, had registered a com- 
| plaint: against. the existing dump long 
ago, but without remedial result. 

Commissioner Taylor stated that such 
plants were essential to a modern and 
| progressive sanitary policy, but that 
wherever his department undertook to 
| locate one, it was met and obstructed 
| by protest and injunction. The fumes 
jand odors from such a plant, he de- 
|eclared, would be quite inoffensive. At 
the Mayor's suggestion, however, he 
agreed that the matter should be left 
in his hands for further inquiry and a 
subsequent report.

Justice Davis Alone Dissents on 
Validity of Action Under 
the Walker Law.

ROCHESTER, N. Y., May 22.—With 
Justice Rowland L. Davis dissenting, 
the Appellate Division today affirmed 
Supreme Court Justice Pooley of Buf- 
falo in the Ku Klux Klan case, and 
‘held that George A. Bryant of Buffalo

tional law when he was arrested in 
Buffalo under the Walker law.

Those who voted to sustain Justice 
Pooley were the Presiding Justice, 
| Irving G. Hubbs, Justice William W. 
Clark, who wrote a concurring opinion, 
| Justice Charles B. Sears, who wrote a 
concurring opinion, and Justice Harry 
L. Taylor. All agreed that the only 
question raised was on the constitution- 
ality of the law. 

Justice Clark said that “if the pur-

SINCLAIR APPEAL LOST 
IN SOVIET HIGH COURT 


Moscow’s Supreme Tribunal Up- 
holds Cancellation of Sakhalin 


Concession.

MOSCOW, May 22.—The Supreme 
Court has rejected the appeal of the 
Sinclair Company against the decision 
of the Moscow District Court annulling 
the Sakhalin concession. ° 

The Sinclair Company claimed in/the 
appeal that the decision of the District 
Court was made in violation of the 
Soviet law and the terms of the agree- 
ment, and being wrong could not re- 
main in force. It therefore asked that 
the decision of the court shoyld either 
be reversed or a declaration made that 
as the action was not brought by the 
proper plaintiff it should be stopped 
altogether. 

The arguments in the appeal were 
based on the points upon which Judge 
Volfson gave judgment in favor of the 
Government, which the appellant re- 


gards as wrongfully applied to the pro- 
visions of the contract. 

The Sinclair counsel, Professor Vorms, 
dealt at great length with the articles 
of the contract, declaring they were 
misinterpreted by the District Judge 
and that the company was neither 
obliged to begin work during the first 
year nor to undertake to carry on ex- 
ploration despite the Japanese occupa- 
tion, which must be regarded as an “‘in- 
surmountable obstacle’’ as provided in 
the agreement. 

It was alleged that the company was 
entitled to an extension of the period 
for carrying out the terms of the con- 
tract. 

Owing to the importance of the con- 
cessionary agreement to the Soviet State 
interests, M. Vorms pleaded that the 
case ought to be discussed by the Su- 
preme Court in the broader aspect 
which, according to the Soviet civil 
code, he said, was ‘‘permissable inas- 
much as an agreement involving for- 
eign capital and granting to a company 
privileges outside the limits of the or- 
dinary law country could not be com- 
pared with an erdinary private contract. 

The court disregarded the appellant’s 
argument that the suit was brought by 
the wrong State Department, consider- 
ing it unimportant, and on all counts 
of the dispute the court endorsed the 
findings of the District Court, rejecting 
the appeal. 

The closing arguments by the Sin- 
clair lawyers and the Government rep- 
resentatives occupied five houts and 
it took the three Judges of the Supreme 
Court—all educated lawyers—nearly four 
hours to reach their decision.

The resolution 
said, in part: 

The United States is committed em- 
phatically and always has stood for 
the peaeeful solution of international 
disputes. It has historically advo- 
cated and agitated for the formation 
of an international judicial tribunal 
for this purpose. The Permanent 
Court of International Justice is the 
embodiment of the aspiration and ef- 
fort of our leading statesmen and jur- 
ists. 

The President of the United States 
has stated his position unequivocally, 
. and the Chamber expresses its disap- 
pointment at the delay in effecting the 
recommendation of the Executive. 

It believes that the objections which 
have been made to the entrance of the
